Sam  Kushner  has  been  producing  or  co-producing  KPFK's  Labor  Scene 
since  1974.  The  program  originated  as  commentary  with  Paul  Schrade,  for- 
mer district  Director  of  the  United  Auto  Workers,  and  Paul  Rosenstein,  who 
went  on  to  direct  Stewards  education  for  the  American  Federation  of  State 
County  and  Municipal  workers.  Sam  expanded  the  program  to  an  hour  and 
co-hosted  with  then  Public  Affairs  Director  Jim  Berland.  Sam  was  honored 
for  his  labor  reporting  October  10  by  the  ACLU  for  pursuit  of  worker's 
rights,  along  with  Edward  Asner  (SAG  President),  Dave  Sickler,  head  of  or- 
ganizing for  the  Orange  County  AFL-CIO,  and  Kemit  Alexander  of  the  NFL 
Players  Association. 

The  recognition  is  well  deserved.  Starting  as  a  sports  reporter  for  the 
New  York  World  Telegram,  while  still  in  high  school,  Sam  turned  down  a 
job  at  the  paper,  and  chose  instead  the  better-paying  (65  cents  an  hour)  job 
working  as  a  Fur  floor  boy.  Sam  demonstrated  his  wide  range  of  interests  as 
he  became  active  in  the  labor  movement  in  the  Furier's  Union,  while  main- 
taining leadership  in  the  Boy  Scouts  movement  as  Commissioner  in  the 
Brownsville  section  of  Brooklyn,  N.Y. 

In  1939  Sam  moved  to  Chicago  and  worked  for  the  International  Wor- 
ker's Organization  in  an  airplane  gear  shop.  He  was  elected  Chief  Steward 
in  the  Pratt  and  Witney  factory  and  joined  the  union  staff  of  the  United 
Electrical,  Radio  and  Machine  Workers,  CIO.  He  was  active  in  the  Progres- 
sive Party  campaign  for  Henry  Wallace.  He  moved  to  Los  Angeles  in  1961 
and  reported  for  the  People's  World  newspaper  until  1973.  In  1974  he 
wrote  The  Long  Road  to  Deleno,  a  history  of  Farm  Workers  organizing 
efforts. 

Berto  Corona,  Professor  of  Chicano  Studies  at  East  L.A.  College,  quoting 
Dolores  Huerta,  vice-president  of  the  United  Farm  Workers  Union:  '.  .  . 
Brother  Sam  has  done  what  Cesar  Chavez  has  accomplished— spreading  the 
whole  idea  of  brotherhood,  and  this  means  getting  people  together  even 
though  we  may  be  different  in  terms  of  our  ideologies  and  practices.  .  .  Sam 
Kushner  symbolizes  this  to  me,  because  I  know  he  often  found  it  very  diffi- 
cult to  write  because  of  the  discrimination  he  faced  from  a  lot  of  poeple— 
especially  when  he  covered  the  strike  in  the  beginning.  But  that  did  not  stop 
him— he  found  a  way  to  make  friends  with  everyone.  We  not  only  respect 
Sam  as  a  journalist,  we  respect  him  because  he  has  shown  us  how  friends 
should  treat  each  other.'  Corona  went  on  to  say  himself:  "Dolores  Huerta 
could  have  said  the  same  thing  about  Sam  Kushner's  relationship  with  the 
whole  Chicano  movement  and  other  movements  he  has  covered  as  a  jour- 
nalist."

Manuel  M.  Ponce  was  born  in 
Fresnillo,  Zacatecas,  Mexico,  in 
1882.  Founder  of  Mexican  musical 
nationalism.  Ponce  is  one  of  the 
most  prominent  composers  in  the 
Americas.  He  composed  in  all  musi- 
cal genres:  sonatas,  suites,  and  vari- 
ations; chorale,  motet,  canon,  and 
fugue;  free  forms  and  dance  types. 
He  left  behind  works  of  a  religious 
character,  others  of  a  descriptive 
nature,  and  also  operas  and  music 
for  the  theater. 

He  studied  with  Martin  Krause, 
a  pupil  of  Franz  Liszt,  and  he  was 
also  an  excellent  pianist.  At  the 
same  time,  he  dominated  composi- 
tion for  other  instruments:  His 
Concerto  for  Violin  and  Orchestra 
is  one  of  the  most  important  of  its 
kind  in  our  times;  his  Sonata  for 
Violin  and  Viola  stands  out  in  the 
Musica  de  Camara  Universal;  and 
his  works  for  the  guitar  (above  all 
the  Concerto  with  Orchestra)  are 
among  the  best  that  have  ever  been 
written  for  that  instrument.  An 
equal  mastery  is  revealed  in  his 
symphonic  poems,  his  cello  pre- 
ludes, and  his  art  songs. 

On  Monday,  December  6,  the 
Noon  Concert— Music  of  the  Ameri- 
cas presents  a  tribute  to  this  out- 
standing composer,  whose  100th 
birthday  is  being  celebrated  this 
month  throughout  the  international 
music  community.  Pianist  Carlos 
Vasquez  (from  Mexico  City)  will 
be  the  featured  artist. 


In  honor  of  the  play  "Artaud  at 
Rodez"  currently  playing  at  the 
L.A.  Actors  Theater,  we've  pulled 
some  poetry  by  Artaud  from  the 
archives  to  start  December's  Mor- 
ning Readings.  On  December  1 : 
French  and  English,  with  transla- 
tions by  Jack  Hirschman;  on  De- 
cember 2:  "To  Have  Done  with  the 
Judgement  of  God"  read  by  Artaud 
himself.

On   December   24  at  9:00  p.m. 
KPFK  will  broadcast  a  concert  by 
folk  and  country  singer/songwriter 
Geof  Morgan,  recorded  October  5 
at  Caltech.  Geof  now  lives  in  Bel- 
lingham,  Washington,   but   is  origi- 
nally from  New  England.  However, 
he    started    his    musical    career    in 
Nashville  where  he  wrote  songs  for 
country  performers  such  as  Barbara 
Mandrell,  Ronnie  Milsap  and  Char- 
lie Pride.  After  becoming  involved 
in  the  feminist  movement,  he  star- 
ted   a    solo    performing    career    to 
bring  his  songs  about  the  changing 
roles   of    men    and  women  out  to 
audiences     around     the     country. 
Geof's    music    explores   traditional 
male    roles    and    behavior   in   songs 
like  "It  Comes  With  the  Plumbing," 
"Goodbye,     John     Wayne,"     and 
"Homophobia."  Some  of  his  songs 
like    "The    Matador"    and    "Take 
Back  the  Night"  have  become  stan- 
dards   in    the    Men's  and  Women's 
movements.  Geof  also  recently  pro- 
duced   an   album  for  Charlie   Mur- 
phy. 

Geof's  music  is  serious  in  its 
target  but  humorous  and  refreshing 
in  its  approach.  Don't  miss  this  up- 
lifting, entertaining  special! 
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For  the  children  in  all  of  us:  the 
illustrations  adorning  this  edition 
of  the  Folio  were  originally  from  by 
Alice  in  Wonderland;  drawn  in 
1865  by  Sir  John  Tenniel.

The  Folkloristas'  music  includes 
songs  and  compositions  from  all  of 
Latin  America  and  its  influences, 
including  African.  Their  music  rep- 
resents the  most  authentic  expres- 
sions of  the  people,  as  well  as  other 
forms,  such  as  The  New  Song  Move- 
ment. 

In  each  of  their  interpretations 
Los  Folkloristas  demonstrated  their 
great  professionalism  and  profound 
know/edge  of  the  themes  and  in- 
struments of  Latin  America's 
autfientic  musical  forms. 

The  event  represents  only  the 
beginning  of  a  major  project  which 
will  include  theater,  poetry  and  mu- 
sic, to  be  performed  live  in  Studio 
Z  upstairs  at  KPFK. 

Finally,  we  must  give  thanks  to 
the  technical  support  given  by  Lez- 
lie Lee,  Steve  Barker,  and  Sherry 
Novick,  whose  experience  and  tech- 
nical knowledge  made  possible  the 
success  of  this  superior  event  at 
KPFK.

history  from  which  we  are  all  trying  to  awaken,  the  dust- 
bin we  arc  all  in  danger  of  being  swept  into  is  that  indivi- 
duals and  nations  refuse  to  learn  that  mutual  aid-not 
the  sunival  of  the  fittest-  is  the  only  way  we  can  survive 
as  a  species  on  this  planet.  It's  to  Kropotkin  not  to  Dar- 
win that  we  should  be  turning-for  the  Earth  is  simply 
no  longer  capable  of  surviving  the  kind  of  "experiments" 
in  evolution  which  have  marked  the  "progress"  of  life 
upon  it  in  the  past. 

The  big  question  of  course  is  how  the  direction  of 
tilings  can  he  changed  how  can  we  reverse  the  patterns  of 
thought  and  action  that  have  become  near-instinctual  of- 
fer thousands  of  years  of  human  history:  a  history  marked 
by  the  carnage  inflicted  upon  ourselves  by  blind  t>bcdi- 
ence    to    our   so-called   leaders,    religions   and   nations. 

It  is  said  somewhere  that,  upon  the  stage  of  univer- 
sal history  all  great  events  ami  personalities  reappear  in 
one  fashion  or  another.  It  might  be  added  that  on  the 
first  occasion  they  appear  as  tragedy;  on  the  second,  as 
fan  e 
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Are  we  to  call  the  First  World  War  a  tragedy  and  WWII 
a  farce?  Tliere  were  enough  clowns  about,  but  rather  than 
being  a  source  of  circus  mirth  they  were  leading  entire 
nations  the  entire  world  into  chaos  and  destruction.  How- 
did  we  let  it  happen? 

Obviously  the  answers  are  not  so  simple  because  the 
world  hasn't  changed  all  that  much  since  that  time;  the 
farce  continues  but  in  a  different  ring  and  with  a  different 
set  of  clowns.  Bread  and  circuses'  Is  this  really  what  peo- 
ple want9  Isn  't  there  a  better  show  in  town? 

We  think  there  is  we  think  it  '$  time  the  peoples  of 
the  world  began  listening  to  their  poets  rather  than  their 
politicians,  and  with  the  possibilities  offered  by  the  new 
technologies  this  is  not  as  impossible  as  it  might  at  first 
seem.  The  arts  and  the  media  could  be  the  vehicle  of  an 
entirely  new  consciousness  and  a  channel  for  change  both 
widt  and  dt  ep.

EXCITEMENT!  Frustration.  The 
cycle  of  feelings  which  confronts  us 
each  week,  as  we  contemplate  the 
progress  being  made  in  KPFK's  de- 
velopment, and  fight  the  delays  in 
that  progress.  A  brief  report:  By 
the  time  you  read  this  the  new 
transmitter  should  be  on  the  air  .  .  . 
but  we  won't  know  for  sure  until 
the  thing  is  fired  up  and  blasting. 
All  dates  are  set  for  delivery  and  in- 
stallation, but  bad  weather,  or  a 
broken  down  truck,  or  something 
we  have  never  thought  of,  could 
bring  further  delays.  We  fight  it  all 
along  the  way:  permits  and  red 
tape,  design  problems,  lost  orders, 
changes  in  equipment,  delays  in 
production,  coordination  of  the  de- 
livery with  the  riggers  (those  brave 
people  who  climb  the  tower  and 
hang  the  antenna).  This  is  a  major 
installation,  complicated  and  ex- 
pensive at  every  turn.  The  benefits 
will  be  great  but  the  costs  have  also 
been  great.  It  is  critical  that  anten- 
na design  be  just  right  to  maximize 
the  increased  coverage,  and  that  the 
400  pound  switches  be  hung  exact- 
ly right,  so  they  allow  the  6-inch 
copper  "plumbing"  to  perfectly 
connect.  It  is  very  exciting  .  .  .  and 
a  frustrating  wait,  particularly  as 
we  have  "dumped,"  and  have  been 
off  the  air  for  a  couple  of  hours  al- 
ready. But  we  will  make  it,  and 
more  people  than  ever  will  be  able 
to  listen  to  KPFK.  We  hope  you 
will  help  us  spread  the  word. 

As  with  the  transmitter,  the  link 
which  has  been  blocked  by  the  buil- 
ding across  the  street  is  also  de- 
layed. We  ordered  it— delivery  is  4 
to  6  weeks-but  it  is  not  here  yet. 
We  have  not  concluded  an  agree- 
ment with  a  site  to  place  the  relay, 
and  have  been  doing  everything  we 
can  to  locate  and  negotiate  a  suita- 
ble site. 

We  have  been  prepared  to  order 
phone  lines  at  a  cost  of  about 
$1,300  a   month,   but  we  hope  to 


avoid  it.  Everything  should  arrive 
by  the  23rd  of  November  and,  we 
may  go  off  the  air  during  the  week- 
end of  Thanksgiving  holiday  to  in- 
stall it  all.  Exciting  .  .  .  but  frustra- 
ting to  wait. 

Marc  Cooper  is  on  a  trip  to 
Europe  in  cooperation  with  The 
Nation  magazine.  He  will  be  re- 
turning with  tapes  of  meetings  with 
leaders  of  the  peace  movements  of 
Europe,  and  he  will  be  arranging  for 
increased  coverage  of  European  af- 
fairs. This  one's  just  exciting. 

Four  months  ago  we  ordered 
two  new  turntables,  sent  off  a 
check  for  nearly  $2,000  ...  and 
they  have  been  back-ordered  ever 
since.  Sometimes  even  when  you 
have  the  money  you  can't  get'  the 
product.

Our  traditional  Holiday  pro- 
gramming is  featured  this  month, 
with  a  wonderful  day  of  Gilbert  & 
Sullivan  on  New  Years,  and  the 
"Arc"  programming  (Saturday,  De- 
cember 25  through  Friday,  Decem- 
ber 31),  which  is  preceded  by  Chil- 
dren's   programming   on  Christmas 


Eve  and  Day  (produced  by  Uncle 
Ruthie).  Tune  in,  enjoy  the  holi- 
days, and  take  some  serious  mo- 
ments to  think  along  with  some  of 
the  world's  great  writers  and  philo- 
sophers about  the  future  and  our 
ability  to  affect  that  future. 

Pacifica  offers  us  an  instrument 
to  work  for  a  brighter  future.  I  see 
that  instrument  threatened  by  the 
current  economic  crises,  by  the 
threat  of  repression  and  by  our 
long  term  lack  of  resources.
